If what pa- 
rents say betrue what exemplary children 
should theirs be. Of all thing a morose man 
at home is the most hateful anda woman 
with ashrilltemper and asharp voice the 
most diegusting. Let cheerfulness be taught 
at home by parental example. Make your 
cbildren happy by no needless denials. 

He then urged children to consider the 
cares, trials and worry of their mothers and 
make no needless demands of them. Fath- 
ers shou d not be cross under any circum- 
stances. How many wives sink to rest 
without a cheerful word; how many chil- 
dren grow up with callous hearts because 
they see no tenderness between parents, 
The fern is tender and frail, and yet the 
impress made by it. on coal.aud stone thous- 
ands of years ago is visible wien man ex- 
humes the coal from its deep bed.

And when prices ire up the men who 
raised their own wheat can complacently 
and effectively advocate diversified pro- 
ductions in the cotton states. We hope 
they wi!l embrace every such opportu- 
nity, and will enjoy the winter hugely, 
and come out in the spring sleek, fat and 
jolly.

THE NEW SENATOR. 


The successor of Andrew Johnson is a 
a native of Greene county, where the ex- 
president lived and died; but for over 
twenty years Senator Key has resided in 
Chattanooga. He was graduatedat Hi- 
wassee College, and at the age of twenty- 
seven began the practice of law. At 
the commeneement of the war he stood 
among the first lawyers of East Tennes- 
sec. When the war came on he joined 
tue confederate army as lieutenant colo- 
nel of the 434 Tennessee infantry, and 
remained in that position to the end of 
the struggle. After the war he was par- 
doned by President Johnson, with whom 
says the Chattanooga Times, ‘‘he had 
been on terms of friendship all his life 
up to the year 1861.” He resumed the 
practice of law in Chattanooga. In 
1869 he was elected a member of’ the 
constitutional convention; in 1870, 
chancellor of the Chattanooga district, 
and in 1872 he was nominated for mem- 
ber of congress, but was defeated by the 
eccentric William Crutchfield. He real- 
ly let the election go by default, and did 
not resign his chancellorship, which he’ 
was holding when the senatorial mantle 
unexpectedly fell on his shoulders. 
Judge Key is a conservative in poli- 
tics. ‘‘Let us overlook,” he said in the 
decoration services of this city a few 
years ago, ‘‘and cxcuse the faults of one 
another.

Ia addition to a 
graceful and easy delivery, Mr. Shorter bas 
a fine voice, and spoke distinctly, making 
himself easily heard in every part of the 
building.

Wewill, however, sayno more, 
as we have the pleasure of placing it before 
our readers substantially as it was deliver- 
ed: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Board of 
Directors, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

We have come together this. evening to 
eciebrate the eighth annivereary of a most 
worthy and excellent enterprise. 

We have gathered here, in accordance 
with the promptings of an impulse, by 
which we are led to a full appreciation of 
the establishment of this enterprise fu the 
past, and moved by the high hopes we fond- 
ly cherish for its success and prosperity in 
the future.

There seems to me to have been something 
ominously auspicious in this accident of its 
birth, he spot appears to have been 
fraught with favorable forebodings—‘or the 
spirit of the new enterprise, which was 
there called into life, seems to have caught 
a significant magnetism from the surround- 
ing specifications, instruments and shapely 
designs, through which ft has drawn unto 
itseif such strength and progressive power, 
that to-day, in its promising proportions, it 
trustingly turns toward the p'!ace of its 
birth, anxiously seekivug from its 
guardian genius of architecture 
the friendly assurance of a more becoming 
and commodious abode. 

Success has so crowned the efforts of the 
friends of this beneficient and deserviog 
venture that, to-day, the Young Men’s 
Library is po ly and generally recog- 
nized a pro rt and strikiog feature of 
Atlanta. Could Ifeel and believe, how- 
ever, that the hopes andthe ambition of 
this association hgye already been fully at- 
tained, I most certainly would pursue a 
different line of thought from that to whith 
I invite your attention upon this cecasion. 
At the present stage of its work, when but 
half the deep desires and warm wishes of 
the assoziation have been accomplished ;

strengthening steps have, as yet, been taken, 
I deem it, by far, more ge agp to speak 
of the library iteelf, than to pro

the life and recu'iarities of any genius 
whose wealth of thought and rich produc 
tions we highly prize and much enjoy.
